2. -3 expanded somewhat on SMOTH 1 s current experience with thoir 

Soviet operations /Cidi, as you know, are primarily baaed on the OK and are 
almost exclusively of the legal traveler variety. SMOTH feels that the illegal 
type ope rations which they and t*e experimented, with in the past were an ecsantii 
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part of their Soviet operational experience and that these trfthnt qnte had to 
be tried and proved out one way or another. Experience has sheen that their 
present eettaod of operation results in a fkr higher caliber of intelligence 
and such aoro of it. I do not believe it would be worth going into any 
additional detail on this, as I believe the arguments and techniques on this 
are at least as fajniliar to Headquarter*. 
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
